DIVIDENDS IN OIL 


OVER $20,000,000 


Mailing of Checks to Stockholders Ex- 


cites Interest in New York 


Financial Circles 


New York, March 16 — A new and re- 


markable record in the matter of divi- 
dend distribution was today established 
by the Standard Oil company when it 
mailed to its stockholders checks aggre- 
gating 820,000,000 in payment of the 
dividend of $20 a share, declared Feb. 6 
last. 


This is the largest amount of cash 


ever disbursed for a similar purpose in 
the history ot American industrial activ- 
ity. 
Other large corporations have paid 


staggering dividends. The 
Pullman 


Palace cur company once paid a stock 
dividend of 818~,000,000, but the achieve- 
ment of the Standard Oil company in 
this instance is so far in excess of any 
similar transaction that comparison is 
hardly pertinent. 


When the big divident was announced 


in the early part of Febuury Standard 
Oil stock furnished the "curb" market 
for several duys with u sensational feat- 
ure. The stock soared rapidly upward 
and did not stop until it had gained an 
advance of 30 points, which fixed 
the 


price at 550.

one of the oldest residents of this vicin- 
ity, and a pioneer 
settler of Rock 


county, died at the home of. bis son, D.

.March 11. Deceased was born at Jjevvis- 
ton. Niagara county, N. IT., Feb. 14, 
181(i. and was eighty-four years of age. 
Mr. Latta came west in 1840, making 
the trip to Chicago by way nf the Great 
Lakes.

small place then, he purchased a yoke of 
oxen frcrn a herd of cattle which were 
being driven through the town, and thon 
securing a vehicle which he converted 
into an emigrant covered wagoo, he 
started for Wisconsin with his family, 
consisting of a wife and three children.

The list of senators opposed to the 


tariff increases rather than diminishes 
as the force of public sentiment in the 
west is brought'to bear upon the sena- 
tors. 
Instead of the storm blowing 


over, as some of the tariff men pre- 
dicted it would -tt-hen the people came 
to understand their bill, it increases, 
and for the last two days ttie messages 
and letters have c:om« down upon west- 
ern senators in an avalanche.
